The «<1sart- 
ure of Viadimir I. Sidorenko, the Commercial Attache of the Seviet Legit 
in Eabona, Cube, for Moscow on Sentember 13, 1950, has some connection vith 
this ehange of policy. 
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In en effort to build up confidente in Russia among the Latin Americans, 
in the future Gussie will be presented as a rich potential buyer of comme« 


dities in Latin Ameries. To carry out this new policy, Russia is now pla. 
ing priority on economic activities. Considerable pureneses will he made 
fror Latin America, and, in general, economic tiles between the tro aran 
will be strengthened. The commeditics for which the Seviets will bids in 
atin Americes are: salted raw leather; cordage fibers such as henequon 
and hemp; oil; rubber; fruits; sugar; coffee; cocon; mate and certain 
industrial products, 


Latin Anericon Communist leaders have been told by the U.S.S.R. that this 
new policy does not mean that revolutionary action in South America has 
been abandoned, but thas Jt is merely rostponed. In order to conform with 
this new policy, Latin American Communist leaders have been instructed as 
follows: - 
mn, In those countries where the Communist parties have been declared 
illegal or are presently being versecnted by the povernment, the 
Party is te kecome absorbed by other political parties. The 
Communists wilt thon work within those parties to create pressure 
eroups united with other dissatisfied but non-Communist national
